A Decision at Fort Scott Causes 
a Sensation. 


MANY ILLEGAL DIVORCES. 
CREAM 


Hiisbcinds

F o r t 
S c o t t , Kan, , 
July 15 — 
Judge. s Johnson, Dennison and Cole, 
of the southern department of the 
Kansas 
court 
of 
appeals, 
have 
handed down a decision which d e ­ 
clares invalid the Kansas divorce 
law that has been in operation for 
twenty-five years, and by which it 
is estimated that from 35, 000 
to 
50, 000 mismated couples have been 
separated. 


It was argued by the attorneys in 
the case that such a decision would 
disturb the property rights and cus­ 
tody of children adjudicated in d i­ 
vorce proceedings since the law has 
been operative, 
but the court re­ 
plies that th£ legislature is respon 
sible for that. 


The case on trial was that of E. 
P. 
Shepherd, 
error 
from 
Ford 
county. 
The lower court made a 
ruling sustaining 
an 
objection to 
allowing 
the 
husband 
to testify. 
Upon this point the case was a p ­ 
pealed. 


It is a notorious fact that 99 per 
cent of the divorce cases tried are 
founded 
principally 
upon 
the 
testimotiy of the plaintiff and d e­ 
fendant, and as the ruling emphatic­ 
ally declares that 
under the d e ­ 
fective law no husband or wife shall 
hjereafter 
be 
allowed 
to 
testify 
against each 
other, 
it will be im ­ 
possible for an infelictous couple 
to obtain a legal separation until 
the legislature meets and corrects 
the law, as suggested by the court. 
The court finds that section 6, 
chapter 116, of the laws of 1871, 
paragraph 
4765, 
which 
purports 
to modify 
section 
4418, general 
statutes, 
to the 
extent of giving 
husband and wife special rights to 
testify against each other in divorce 
and almony suits 
only is fatally 
defective 
in 
that 
it 
conflicts 
with 
section 
16, 
of 
article 
2, 
of the 
constitution 
of 
the 
state 
of Kansas, by failing in its title to 
clearly express the legislation con­ 
templated by the act, 
and that, 
therefore, there is not nor has theie 
been a law in Kansas permitting 
husband and wife to testify against 
each other. 
The court discovered 
that the title of the original copy of 
the act has been interlined after its 
publication, and in closing its opin­ 
ion, by Dennison, it says: 
“ The court, however, in order to 
satisfy itself upon the subject, has 
made an examination of the en­ 
rolled bill, 
which is on file in the 
office of the secretary of state, and 
it finds that the title to the act 
reads, 
‘Au act to amend certain 
sections of chapter 80 of the gen­ 
eral statutes ot 18 68 , 'and interlined 
after the word ‘ act, ' written in lead 
pencil in an ordinary hand, not at 
all similar to the enrolled hand, are 
the words, ‘relating to civil actions 
and to trials and evidence, ' and 
making it clearly apparent that the 
secretary of state had been indulg­ 
ing in the pastime of creating such 
a title as he thought would be a 
good title to the act in question. 
We 
are reluctantly 
compelled to 
hold that the title to the act is not 
broad enough to cover the subject 
attempted to be enacted by said 
section 6. 
The title only covers 
the amendment of certain sections 
of chapter 80, already in existence, 
but it does not attempt to cover 
any new enactment. 
“ We think the law should be that 
a husband or wife should be permit­ 
ted to testify in all actions for di­ 
vorce or alimony or for both, but it 
is the province of the legislature, 
and not of this court, to create the 
law. ”

“ Talk about 
tlic 
peculiar laws 
passed by the last session of the 
legislatu re/’ said an ex-judge of the 
supreme court to a writer for the 
Indianapolis Sentinel, “ they don’t 
com])are with some of 
the laws 
wdiicli are already on the statu te 
books of this state. 
W^hat do you 
think of fining a man for making 
such a consummate fool of himself as 
to try to catch a quail or pheasant 
in the woods without a gun or any 
w-eapon of any kind? 
Wliat do you 
think of a law which says that a 
man who is run over and killed by 
an engine may be sent to the peni­ 
tentiary for fourteen years? 
W hat 
do you think of a law which compels 
the people of Indiana to sjiell a word 
dliierently trom the spelling given 
in the dictionary? 
“ And yet there are laws in Indi­ 
ana which perpetrate these glaring 
inconsistencies. 
Do you doubt it? 
Then I wnll read you tlielawL” 
The judge reached for bis copy of 
tliu code, 
and turning to the sub­ 
jects mentioned showed that the 
law said exactly what ho had a s ­ 
serted. 
“ Now, we’ll take the game laws 
of this sta te ,” continued the judge 
witli a quiet smile, as ho lighted a 
fresh cigar. 
“ Retween 
certain 
periods of the year, or rather during 
certain months, it is forbidden to 
kill certain gam e birds or animals or 
to catch certain iish. 
Tliis is done 
to prevent their slaughter at the 
time when they are caring for their 
y o u n ger are breeding, as this wmuld 
soon result in their extermination. 
Tho gam e laws are of course good 
ones—-when well worded. 
B u t the 
law of Indiana says specifically that 
during these forbidden months any 
persons who shall kill or ])ursue any 
quail or ])heasant shall be fined two 
dollars for every quail killed and 
one dollar for every quail pursued. 
“ Now, according to this law if a 
man goes out into the woods, runs 
across a flock of quails containing 
fifteen birds, and they sta rt up with 
a wdiir-r-r-r and shoot over the to|) 
of tho lull, and tliat man sta rts on a 
run after them, holding his liat in 
his hand so that he can th.row it 
over one of them when he C('mes up 
to it. and is caught doing this, the 
law of this state says that l.e shall 
be fined fifteen dollars. 
He was 
pursuing fifteen quails at a dollar 
per quail. 
“ Of course, the absurdity of this 
law is plain, and it has caused con­ 
siderable amusement 
among 
the 
members of the profession, but it 
has never been changed and is the 
law of the state to-aay. 
Imagine a 
man trying to catch a quail by 
running it down and putting salt on 
itstail, or covering it wfith his h at.” 
And the old judge laughed heartily 
at the idea. 
“ Y e s,” he continued, 
“ I can see the dignity with wdiich 
some country justice of the peace 
adju sts his spectacles 
and after 
carefull}^ reading the 
law w’ould 
gravely fine the victim, who, by 
chance, had scared up a flock of 
quails, and had then run to the top 
of the hill to see wLere thev had 
ft/ 
alighted. 
“ B ut we have another law that 
tops this,” said the judge. 
“ In the 
statu te relating to the duties of 
railroads, and wduch was passed by 
a democratic state and a republican 
house in 18 8 1, there is a clause 
which allow-s a man to be sent to the 
penitentiary after he is killed. 
In 
the section which provides for the 
duties of railroad engineers at cro ss­ 
ings the kind of Crossings wdiich 
m ust be maintained by the railroad 
companies is set forth, and then ap ­ 
pears this sentence: 
‘And if any 
person shall be killed or injured by 
reason of such crossing, he shall be 
imprisoned in the sta te ’s prison not 
more than fourteen years nor less 
than two y ears.’ 
“ Now, that is the law; what do you 
think of it? 
And here it is again. 
The law relating to the adulteration 
of butter says that all oleomargarine 
shall be manufactured and sold in 
the state under certain restrictions, 
and says ‘that each package of the 
bogus butter shall be branded in 
plain view “ oleomargerine, ” ’ which 
is a misspelling of the word, but the 
manufacturer must brand the pack­ 
ages in this way or he is violating 
the law and is liable to heavy pun­ 
ishment.
